SHOKT AIM'KKNTK KSHII'S. 

For the benefit of those who are unable to take a fuller preparation 
for life's work arrangeme nt is made to give two years of special train- 
ing in farming, carpe ntry, printing, or household economy and sew ing 
while the y devote one-half their time to study in the schools. Appren- 
tices admitted to such training must be as far aelvanced at bast as the 
highest intermediate grade [ Slt Catalogue — A Intermediate Out- 
line of Instruction], and must show a general fitness for the work. A 
limited number of applicants can be recieved. and and early inquiry- 
will insure first consideration. 

TRAIMX; FOR Nl'ICSKS. 

The Berca Ge neral Hospital give s to several young women a two 
year's course of training as nurses. Applicants to the first year, or 
probationers' class, must be mature young women of good characte r 
and health, and without relatives dependent upon them who might 
inte rrupt the ir cuurs. of study. They must also have some education 
in the common branches. s. 

They w ill reside at Ladie s' Hall or in approved boarding places, like 
other students, and receive one lesson a day in the Hospital, with ad- 
ditional instruction in such classes of the other departments of the 
Institution as the Superintendent may select for them. 

The instruction this year will cftver common physiology and 
hygene, the taking of temperature-, keeping of records, diet for the 
sick, disinfection, and general accuracy and fidelity in following a doc- 
tor's directions. Young women who complete- this year's course in a 
satisfactory manner will be reccome nded, not as nurses, but as emi t- 
grncy helpers who in cases w hen nurse s cannot be obtained may be em- 
ployed to care for the sick, under the direction of a doctor. 

A limited number of the most promising students who have complet- 
ed the course as e me rgency helpers will be admitte d to a second year 
of instruction. They will resiele- in the hospital, receiving their inci- 
dental fee, board, and uniform w ithout e xpense-. and rende r active ser- 
vice in maintenance of the- Hospital ami care of its patients, as well as 
in such cases outside the Hospital as the Sup« rinte nde nt may assign. 

The second jrcOI course covers twelve months of continuous resi- 
dence and se rv ice in the Hospital, w ith r< gular practice sa well as sys- 
tematic instruction from manuals and text-books furnished by the- 
Institution, and on its satisfactory completion a certificate will 
be given. Each young woman « nti ring upon this year will sign 
an agreement to continue to the completion of the course.
